Judge Calvin Page's tribute to Mr. 


Prink follows: 
May it please your Honor, Mr. Presi- 


dent and Brothers of the Bar: 
I cannot say that the sad, sudden 


death of our brother in August last 
shocked me. Men who attain three 
score of years can never be shocked 
by death. 
It 
has 
been 
hovering 


around them, standing by their bed- 
sides and dogging their stops with ev- 
er-increasing speed until it has 
be 


come 
a .familiar presence, and the> 


never know whether their 
partings 


are good night or good bye. And so 
when one of us falls by the wayside 
and rests from his labors, never again 
to rise and catch the step of life, we 
who remain must go forward steadily 
to our appointed 
time, 
wondering 


when it 'will be and, perchance, won 
dering, also, how fare they who have 
gone before. 


When the news came to me in the 


morning that our friend had passed 
away since the parting of the day be 
fore, I simply said, "Then 
it 
was 


good bye and not good night 
as 


thought." And I did not wonder or 
doubt for a moment whether it was 
well with him. I knew it could nol 
be otherwise. Ami the fact that ev 
erybody, 
without 
exception, 
who 


knew him had the same opinion seems 
to me to be most remarkable. Mr 
Fvink was not a

of any 


church, and he summed up his belief 
in religion and the future in the sim 
pie, honest language that comes from 
an honest heart, "I do not know, 
have no means of ascertaining. 
have no right to express an opinion 
upon a subject of which I have no 
knowledge.

John Samuel Hatch Frink, the son 


of Simes Frink 
and Sarah 
Hatch 


Frink was born at Newington on the 
ninth day of November, 1831. He was 
giaduatod 'from Eowdoin College and 
alter pursuing the study of the law in 
the office of his cousin 
Albert 
R. 


Hatch, a famous lawyer 
at 
Ports- 


mouth, be >was admitted to the bar in 
1S54. and oi.ened an office at Epping 
where he iesiaHfl~and—practiced-^for—a- 
time, but, he soon came to Ports- 
mouth and continued in active prac- 
tice until the 
day of his death, 
on 


the thirty-first day of August last- 
over fifty years. 


You all know how 
extensive and 


•wearied his practice was. 
He 
was 


known as well in the other counties 
of this statp as in this, and the young 
lawyer or the old who distrusted his 
own ability to make the most of the 
law and tho facts in bis case, found 
Mr. Frink over ready to listen to his 
story, tell him what the law was or 
ought to bo, and if necessary go to 
any part of the stale to help try the 
case, with no thought of fee, reward 
or recompense. 
He was a delightful 


man to assist a brother in the prepar- 
ation and trial of a case, and it was 
seldom if ever that he told 
us 
we 


were fools in our ideas or 
methods, 


though he had discovered it early in 
his examination of the case and ^was 
trying to tun: us from our folly with- 
out seeming to criticise. 
The bench 


had great confidence in his opinions, 
and the fact that Mr. Frink's opinion 
of the law in a case 
differed 
from 


theirs, caused them much doubt and 
a thorough and exhaustive examina- 
tion of the authorities before making 
public an opinion contrary 
to his. 


And though ho never held a judicial 
place in our courts, we have some 
times thought that his opinions have 


lown by I he court in some oases of 
jew impression.

Though a man of decided political 


opinions, which 
neither 
friendship 


nor the offers of honors 
and 
fame 


could change, he never sought office 
of any kind, and any such 
that 
he 


ever held .were forced upon him for 
the good of the public, and 
nobody 


ever denied that the public was bene- 
fited thereby. 
Had he sought politi- 


cal office and done what modern poli- 
ticians are believed to do, he might 
have beeen high in the councils of 
state and nation, but his rugged hon- 
esty would never yield, and his retir- 
ing, modest nature preferred to live 
close to his chosen 
profession, 
his 


books, his friends and his home, and 
die a true lawyer with his clients, his 
brothers and his fellow-citizens, and 
all who knew h.m 
bringing to -his 


humble grave in the village church- 
yard their words of praise and regard 
and their token of true love and af- 
fection, rather than be 
•'—he that warbles long and loud 


And drops at Glory's .temple-gates 
For whom the carrion vulture waits 


To tear his heart before the crowd-." 


He was singularly free frcm osten- 


tation, pride and pedantry. 
Simple, 


direct and plain, one felt that he was 
in the presence of an honest man. 
There was on drawing 
of, the cur- 


tains, no mystery, nothing going on

behind the scenes, and the client who 
put his case in our brother's 
bands 


ielt Instinctively that all 
that 
was 


possible would be done for him. 


He 
abhorred 
hypocrisy 
and 


shams above all else, and the slight- 
est appearance of 
them, real 
and 


sometimes fancied or suspected 
by 


our brother, stirred him to the depths 
and changed him in an instant from 
a-lovable, quiet, genial gentleman to 
an angry, raging Jove hurling his 
shafts of denunciation at 
the 
sup- 


posed offender, regardless of their ef- 
fect. 
But. if he discovered he was in 


error, no one could be more ready to 
repent, make amends and ask for- 
giveness. 


No lawyer ever loved his profes- 


sion better than did our brother. He 
was wedded to it for better 
or for 


worse, and 
he never 
allowed 
any 


other business to interfere with his 
practice.. 
And it can be said with 


equal truth that no lawyer ever loved 
his brother lawyers better. 
No law- 


yer was so loyal to them, so tolerant 
of their foibles and shortcomings—I 
might say of their wrongdoing. Many

ler in his campaign in New Orleans 
and was in Washington ai the time 
that city was threatened by the Con- 
federate General Early. 


For twelve years he was superin- 


tendent 
of 
manufacturing 
at 
Hie 


South Boston House of 
Correction, 


and for four years held a similar po- 
sition at the Now Jersey State pris- 
on. 


He was past commander of \Villard 


C. Kinsley Post 1?,9, G. A. R. of 
Somerville, and was at one time a 
member of the Common Council.

of the first'Rings that 1 asked for on 
my arrival there. Th« tree Itself U 
a dwarf chestnut and U located in La- 
feyeue square, immediately 
to the 


west Of Clark Mills' equestrian statue 
of Washington. 


"This -wishing tree' has even more 


stories told about it than the on* in 
Hyde Park in London. The habitues of 
the square, as Lafayette park is called 
there, thoroughly believe in it. 
The 


negroes that I spoke to about it. nurse 
girls and others, all agreed that anyone 
could get anything they would wish for 
if they wished hard enough. The wish- 
ers that 1 observed about the tree gen- 
erally stood under it and placed both 
hands about a lower limb, which is with- 
in convenient reach. 


"Strangely enough, while I was there 


I saw an illustration of its power, l 
noticed a black woman go under th-3

AMERICAN AUTOS IN RUSSIA 


Poland, the Caucasus and Finland 


TJsing Large Numbers 


of Them. 


American makes of automobiles are 


the most popular In Russia. The Ger- 
mans admit that. 
A writer in the 


Nachrichten fur Handel und Industrie 
says: 
"The rapidly acquired 
popu- 


larity of the American machine, on 
the Russian market since 1903, may 
be regarded as only a passing epi- 
sode," etc. 


Still, American makers will have to 


meet the competition of French and 
German machines in Russia's market. 
How much that means or may mean 
the American manufacturers 
under- 


stand. 


The machines which will sell best 


are those costing from $1,000 to $3,000 
apiece. More expensive machines will 
be very slow sellers, as Russia is rich 
only In resources, not In ready money. 
Catalogues, circulars, letters, etc, in 
any other language than Russian have 
little or no value. German and French 
are preferable to English, but all are 
bad as aids to selling. 


Once Russia with its 
bad 
roads 


learns that the American made ma- 
chines will stand more than the heavy 
creations of European rivals increased 
sales are certain. 


In Russian cities everything favors 


the automobiles 
Street railways are 


so slow in building that very many 
families keep carriages. 
These 
will 


doubtless turn to automobiles. 


To date Russia, including Poland, 


the Caucasus and Finland, has from 
1,200 
to 1,500 automobiles, among them 


many of the lighter kind. , Besides 
these there are fully 1,500 motor bicy- 
cles. 
A long time will pass before 


the country will be able to build as 
great a network of railroads, says the 
Daily Consular and Trade Reports, as 
is found in other parts of Europe or 
in the United States. In the country 
it will be automobiles against horses, 
and automobiles will win. 
Russian 


factories have not done much in mak- 
ing the machines. One factory turned 
out 30 last year. The bureau of nianu- 
ufactures. Washington, D. C., is in pos- 
session of a list of Russian dealers in 
automobiles.

••when a farmer or a woodsman want- 
ed 10 fasten anything so that it would 
b* there when he called the next time he 
used a withe. 1 suppose that most of the 
rail fences used by the tirst settlers in 
Maine vert held in place with yellow 
birch withes. 


"1 have seen them used to bale bay. 


and tie up bags of grata, and splice cart 
lougUKjt. and keep grindstones 
from 


leaping out of frames, and to tie out 
calves while feeding, and to fasten tins 
baiues of work horses about the- collars, 
and to hinge the swinging part of a 
thie»hii!g Hail to the handle, and to bind 
on loads of wood and potatoes mid ap- 
ples and hay when they were taken ;o 
market. 


"Fifty years ago a bundle of withes 


was as necessary at H funeral as a dead 
body. All cufflns were made by the local 
carpenters ths-n, without paint or vai- 
nish. Such articles as beckets were un- 
known. 


"Instead of having silver mounted 


handles, a bundle of stout withes was 
twisted about the coffin near the head 
and near the foot, and when the bearers 
were ready to proceed they took a lirm 
hold of the withes and went along. 


"Last spring when I was digging for 


a den of young foxes in the old Maria- 
ville burying ground 1 came upon a rot- 
ten coffin that had been wrapped in bircli 
withes for more than 75 years. The ash 
boards crumbled at the touch of my 
spade. The coffin plate bad rusted so 
that 1 could not make out any name. 
But those coiled and twisted limbs of 
sapling yellow birch were still strong 
enough to bold a yoke of oxen. 


"It seems as if those old chaps who 


cleared up farms for us and then im- 
poverished the soil so it could grow no 
crops were associated pretty intimately 
with withes from the time they came 
into the world until tb'ey quit It for good. 
The hood of the cradle was made from 
yellow birch limbs woven in basket 
work 


"The first time and every time the 


child went wrong he received an appli- 
cation of yellow birch In the place where 
yellow birch did most good. From early 
manhood to old age withes were the most 
useful and the most needful articles 
about the farm, and when death stepped 
in and wound up the business a sheaf ol 
birch withes enwrapped the coffin and 
held it in shape until all inside had 
turned to dust."

DE8OLATK LAUD HAS LITTLB 


KMOWW SOURCE OF WEALTH. 


AN ANCIENT LOVE-LETTER. 


Tender Misalve, Yellowed by Time, 


Exhumed from Historic 


Ruins. 


"Where are the snows of yester- 


year?" must Indeed have been asked 
musingly by M. Sauvageot, an anti- 
quarian who has been digging in the 
foundations of the ancient Church of 
St. Peter at Montmartre, now being 
restored, says a Paris 
correspondent 


of the London Telegraph. He found 
there a relic about which one might 
philosophize all day, if one had time. 
It is a yellow, age-stained letter from 
the knight Jean de Gisors to fair Lady 
Alice de Lisle, and he wrote it 700 
years ago. 
Its words still burn with 


a white fire of chaste passion, though 
the knight and the lady are dust, and 
no one even knows who they were. 
From 
various evidences the 
anti- 


quarian concludes that the aged lo\e- 
letter dates back to the thirteenth cen- 
tury, and that it 
was 
accidentally 


burled in ramparts on' the site on 
which the church of St. Peter 
now 


stands. From the wording of the let- 
ter it may be supposed that Jean de 
Gisors wrote it on a night before a 
battle, perhaps while keeping watch 
on tbe ramparts. He clearly says that 
his love for Alice de Lisle Is an Ideal 
passion, which dare never hope to be 
fulfilled. 
But she will never be the 


star that guides him, and. as he may 
shortly die, he writes that he wishes 
her to rest assured 
that his 
last 


thought was one of chaste devotion to 
her. Alice de Lisle, presumably, never 
had that letter. 
Possibly the knight 


Jean de Gisors was slain the next day 
on the battlements, and the touching 
bit of paper was buried with him. 
Did Alice de Lisle ~aourn him, and 
was she worthy of his love? Or did 
she, like Dante's Beatrice, marry some- 
body else and have a large family?

The deep s#a fishermen and whale 


or sea! hunters are about the 
only 


people who know much of the north- 
ern Labrador coast, where it runs up 
into Hudson bay territory. 
Barren- 


r-ess and desolation, rocky shores 
beaten by the icy Atlantic, long win- 
ters and short, inclement summers are 
its chief characteristics. 


There are but few signs of human 


life; merely ancient rock built shelters 
set up by whalers from Kautucket or 
Gloucester, when Greenland 
whales 


wtr* hunted among the icebergs, or 
rude seal hunters' shanties, where ob- 
servation parties land j'or a day or two 
at a time. But curious as U appears. 
there is a little 
known source 
of 


wealth in that lone land. 


It is found in the rushing rivers. 


which generally make their last leap 
into the ocean over a steep and high 
waterfall. 
The immense masses of 


fresh water mussels, which in many 
places actually choke the streams, first 
directed attention to it In late years. 


Men wondered why 
the 
old-time 


whale or seal hunters and other early 
navigators had collected such quanti- 
ties of the shells as were to be seen 
piled about the camping places. Then 
a short search by a veil-read ne'er-do- 
well a few years ago revealed a large, 
irregularly shaped pearl, under a pile 
of old shells, and immediately a valu- 
able secret was revealed to a few per- 
sons. 


Since that time a certain number 


of men have become expert pearl fish- 
ers, and now shipments are 
period- 


ically, and in summer regularly, made 
of pearls. These men make fair wages 
by their labors, though of course the 
returns vary according to the fortune, 
good or bad, which attends the indi- 
vidual. 


Some of the pearls are large and of 


great value. Last ye'ar about this time 
one v/as sold to a New Yorker of rare 
discrimination in 
the 
purchase of 


curios for upward of $1,000. 
In ap- 


pearance these fresh water pearls are 
not easily distinguished from those ob 
tained in southern seas, though unfor 
tunately a certain percentage of them 
are irregular in shape. 


Usually they are silver 
white in 


color; though a young man who bas 
just returned from Labrador has a 
pair of rose pink 
pearls, 
perfectly 


matched, which weigh about 12 grains 
each and are worth probably $60 or 
$70 apiece. 


Strangely enough, this lucky 
one 


was not a pearl hunter, but took a 
clump of shells In his hand, and sat 
down to open them with his pocket- 
knife. He found the two pearls in one 
large shell. After that find he spent 
a fortnight in searching for more, but 
only secured about half a dozen small 
ones, worth perhaps three dollars the 
lot. 


As a rule the pearl hunting Is gone 


about in a more scientific 
manner 


than that. The mussels are regularly 
stacked on flat rocks or sand 
bars, 


and are allowed to decompose, when 
the shells open naturally and are easi- 
ly examined for the pearls, which lie 
loosely embedded in the flesb of the 
fish. 


It appears that the Indians of that 


district have always known of these 
fresh water pearls, and that several of 
the rivers running north have 
been 


regalarly fished for them for 
many 


generations. 
Most of the pearls col 


lected by these people in olden times 
were ruined by being rudely bored, so 
that they might he strung for nock- 
laces or for the adornment of wam- 
pum belts. 


Nowadays the wideawake Hudson 


Bay company traders pay a fair price 
for all the Indians can collect 
Some 


of the Montreal houses have regular 
deahnfis with the pearl hunters of the 
coast, and have agents on the 
spot 


who secure shipments for them.

tana and Uakuia. a:i<l at the time be 
cauiv acquainted vtiih Itock. who wa.- 
probably ihc- fasK-si man uii Hit- pluln^ 
with a skinuiug knife. Keck thuujghi 
nothing ol taking off lite faKins uf from 
Go to Co buffaloes in one da>. wiih ni 
tackle or facilities whatever, sav*- hb 
knife and two swift hands, backed b> 
brawuy arms. With tbe passing of th« 
buffalo and after tilt- Indian trouble* 
had been settled the two men found 
their occupation gone and had to .s«-«-K 
new fields. 


Smitli_ma<le a trip east and iu the 


parks and zoos there saw many of th*- 
animals he was accustomed to see nm- 
ing wild, lie was astonished to It-am 
of the fabulous sums paid by the col 
lectors of game for show purposes and 
game preserves. 
Then he conceived 


the idea of supplying this market, and 
with Itock took up the ranch at Hen- 
ry's Lake. 


The plan they tried the first wintei 


was to run down the elk in the deei. 
snow, the hunters being upborne b> 
the Norwegian skis. 
Though a sue 


cess, it was attended with great hard- 
ship and labor, not only in capturing 
the elk and roping tbem, but also in 
getting them back to the ranch aftei 
they were once taken. 


Then they hit on a more wily plan. 


High corrals were built during 
the 


summer. When 
winter came they 


placed wild hay and tempting food in 
the inclosures. 
They left down the 


bars on, one side. Tben "Vic and his 
partner, on skis, would locate a herd 
uf elk and drive them ahead like cat 
'tie as tbe animals were unable to 
make speed in the snow. The elk were 
steered Into the tiaps and bars put 
up. 
Then it was only necessary to 


feed them until sold. 
They 
were 


shipped to all parts of the country, 
but the best market was found among 
the iich 
men 
of 
New 
York, who 


stocked their preserves in the Adiron- 
dacks from the Rocky mountain ranch. 
Elk sold for from ?85 to |100; moun- 
tain sheep. $250; bears, $50; deer, $3u 
each, and the 
purchasers 
paid 
the 


freight and bore the expense of get- 
ting the animals to the railroad. 


During their five years of partner- 


ship they captured in all 307 elk, 380 
deer, 20 mountain goats, 12 bears and 
a few moose. Last of all, they took in 
three buffalo calves. 
Then Vic sold 


out and Rock continued the business 
alone. The calves grew 
up. 
Dick 


thought they had become reconciled to 
their life of confinement. One day in 
an unguarded moment, he ventured 
too near one of the buffaloes. 
It at- 


tacked him and gored him to death.

CONSUMPTIVE NEGROES. 


Dealing with Tuberculosis Among 


the Blacks a Difficult 


Problem. 


Perhaps the most insistent demand 


is for hospital sanatorium 
facilities 


open to negroes. There are some pub 
lie hospitals to which a consumptive 
negro may be admitted. If be is a pau- 
per and can be induced to entertain 
the idea of a hospital. 
But it is al- 


most impossible for a negro in the 
early stages of tuberculosis who 
is 


able to pay a reasonable amount for 
treatment, to find any institution open 
to him. Wards or cottages for negroes 
in connection with existing hospitals 
and sanitariums, if that be practica- 
ble, or separate institutions, if that 
be necessary, are 
essential prelim- 


inaries to any sc.-ious attempt to deal 
with 
this 
problem, writes 
Lillian 


Brandt, in the Southern Workman. 


Then, since tuberculosis Is a disease 


of tbe cities, and since the negro is 
not adapted, either by bis inheritance, 
or, as yet, by his training, to city con 
fiitions, It would seem to be Impor- 
tant to keep as many of them as pos- 
sible in the country and in agricul- 
tural work there. 


But since there are already 
large 


numbers of negroes in the cities, and 
since they will continue to be attract- 
ed thither in spite of all the 
argu 


ments that can be advanced 
against 


sucb 
attraction, 
conditions 
under 


which they live in the cities must be 
improved. 


Finally, It is necessary to teach the 


negro, as it is necessary to teach the 
white man, the simple and comforting 
truth about tuberculosis; that it Is 
a disease which can be avoided by 
cleanliness and right living; that it 
ran be cured if rational treatment Is 
begun in time, and that three-fourths 
of the early cases in tbe best sanatorl 
ums are cured; and that, although It 
is communicable, it need not be com- 
municated.

One of the most important 
prob- 


lems to come up before the present 
session of Congress is that of immi- 
gration restriction, concerning which 
it Is everywhere conceded that some- 
thing 
must 
be done. 
President 


Roosevelt's stand on the 
question 


has put it up to Congress and that 
hody may be expected to get at least 
as lar as verbal action 
before the 


time of adjournment. 
That it will 


get farther is the hope of all. 


Nevertheless, it is with some sur- 


prise that many read the New York 
mnd Boston papers early this month, 
wherein boasts were actually made of 
the increase of immigration in those 
respective cities, and this, too, in 
spite of accompanying figures show- 
Ing an alarming rate of 
illiteracy. 


That such items are 
merely news, 


and not editorial, 
utterances 
will, 


however, go far 
toward explaining 


their stranr 2 ignorance. 


The mil ion poor and 
illiterate 


foreigners who reached this country 
during the year 1905 were more in 
number than the population of eigh- 
teen of our states. Only three Amer- 
ican cities exceed their number in 
the census records. 


In days of old, the immigrants who 


came to this country 
were 
mainly 


from the United Kingdom or, at least 
Northern Europe, and their quality, 
in spite of a certain amount of illiter- 
acy, good, and in time they would be 
of actual benefit to our citizenship. 


The same cannot be said of the vile 


hordes now pouring into Near York 
and Boston from Southern Europe. 
Neither is 
the 
stand 
of collier's 


Weekly and many Southern 
papers 


one that in any way appeals to us. 
These maintain that the South needs 
such Immigrants to perform its labor. 
They are not, however, a class which 
will he improved by life in this coun- 
try. 
They are clannish and 
filthy. 


In a warm climate, such as that of 
the South, It is, too, to be surmised 
that they will retain their racial and 
national characteristics longer 
than 


they would If located nearer to the 
boreal influences.

A search at City Hall failed

barrels. The removal of the trunk 
left a hole in the floor from which 
rats of immense size came forth and 
bothered the men in charge. They 
had evidently been fed by Tompson 
for they -were exceedingly tame and 
would only move out of the way ex- 
cept by a kick. 


The only articles ol value found so 


far are two gold 
plated 
watches, 


about three dollars in silver, a pack- 
age of Confederate money, three bags 
containing seventy-five eagle 
cents 


and ap air of gold bowed glasses. Sev- 
eral account books -were also found, 
which contained hundreds of dollars, 
part of which appeared to have been 
paid Tompson and the rest money 
loaned to different parties by him. 


In a sealed envelope was a labor 


blank from the labor bureau in Con- 
cord which had been filed out 
by 


Tompson some ten years ago. In it 
he states that he had an income of 
$100 a year from other sources than 
daily labor.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPH .AT SEA 


It Will Be Used to Issue Storm Warn 


ings to Vessels 


The systematic collection of meter- 


ological observations of vessels at sea 
by means of wireless telegraphy and 
the simultaneous issuance of weather 
forecasts and storm warnings to these 
vessels, based upon observations thus 
collected, is the latteat work upon 
which the United States has entered. 


A special code has been prepared 


by means of which exact information 
as to date and hour, the latitude and 
longitude of the vessel, the atmos- 
pheric pressure and temperature, the 
force and directicn of the wiud and 
the character of the sky is all com 
pressed into four words. 


According to arrangements made 


the task of enciphering this meter- 
oligical dispatch is performed with 
out charge by the wireless operators 
aboard the vessel. 
Upon its receip 


at any coast wireless telegraph station 
the dispatch is at once forwarded to 
Washington. 
The weather burean 


points out that the system, may en 
able I (he sending 
to 
transatlantic 


liners aud othsr vessels of in forma 
tion as to the limit of fog and ice on 
the Qjand Banks, so that by ellghtlj 
altering their course they may steer 
clear of these dangers.
